Two bills introduced in the house of 
representatlveaby Representative Geo. 
E. Dooley of Leroy, III., aim at the 
repeal of the act passed two years ago, 
constituting the county treasurer as 
tax collector of the entire county and 
reinstating the lax collectors in each 
township, fixing the collectors* pay of 
supervisors and town clerks when on 
duty outside of the township to $5.00 a 
day. 

Mr. Dooley assigns as a reason for 
the change, difilculty in taxpayers go- 
inglto the county sect. 

"In liiy county," He says, "they 
have gone there as to a circus, stood in 
line all day, and then returned home at 
night without b^ing able'to pay the 
taxes, compelling another trip. Moat 
ofthe court houses have been built 
with but amall quarters for the treas- 
urer.

A paper is this week being circulated 
about town petitioning the^SupervIaors 
to use their influence in maKing a 
change iti the route which has pre- 
viously been decided upon for tho new 
state road. 

The petition, which was putjn cir- 
culation Wednesday bad close to fifty 
eignatures attached to it by evening, 
and the prospects are that many^ more 
names will be added. It is the. purpose 
of the. petitioners to present it to the 
Supervisors at their next meeting. 
V This is^a friendly petition' calculated 
to malte a change in the .proposed new 
road that, it ia contenclcd will be.of 
benefit to all concerned. 

The route as changed by the petition 
would bear west from Libertyville to 
the Swan school, then directly north*to 
the, village of Millbufn, then north- 
westerly until tho Hickory road ia 
reached, there to turn west to Wedge's 
cornera and then north throught the 
village of Antioch to the state line.. 

The chief .argument in favor ofthe 
change is that while the mileage would 
be practically the same as in the form-, 
er plan, it would mean fewer railroad 
crossings and would give good road ad- 
vantages to territory hitherto un- 
touched. And while it would cut out 
Grayslake and Lake Villa it is point- 
ed out that these two-villages, are. al- 
reaciv provided for, Gray?lake being 
located on tiie -"Bel'videre road'^Sand 
Lake Villa now having a concrete road 
.heoded its way. 

In regards to this villflge the route 
would remam the same from Wedge's 
corner to the state line, as was laid 
out in the original plan. .

The land that would be bought for 
forest preserve purposes is the wooded, 
hilly, river or lake Jand.^andnot good 
tillable farms. The.most that con be 
bought of this, even over a series of 
years, is proliably only 1000 to 1500 
acres In all. for the entire county. It 
ia therefore, evident that no one sec- 
tion can. have a great deal of forest 
preserve, and that what it haa will not 
be good farm area, but the compara- 
lively^waste land, ao that the farmers 
need not fear the withdrawal of good 
lands from productive use. 

Thi? plirpose of the statute, as ex- 
pressed in its title, is to protect and 
preserve forest and scenic^ areas. The

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What Does It Mean? 

The first duty of the Senat'e and the countiy in the 
consideration of the proposed constitution of the league 
of nations is to find out what the document means. 1 he 
draft of the constitution cabled to America and printed 
in the press is in very general terms, vague indefinite 
and incomplete. For the information of the country 
and Congress, and particularly of the Senators, who are 
alone responsible for the ratification of any treaty before 
it becomes effective, the President should appear before 
Congress in open session to explain the various provis- 
ions and to answer questions regarding their purpose, 
meaning and probable effect. 

Any agreement binding the American people or any 
other people should be definite, explicit in its language, 
and its effect made known long enough in advance to ^ 
permit full and free discussion. Particularly is this true 
of an international agreement which imposes new obli- 
gations upon us-obligations which other nations may- 
call upon us to fulfill at the peril of our national honor. 
In our internal affairs was may sometimes excusfe loose 
ness of language in the framing of laws, although even 
this is an evil serious in its nature. But self-interest 
will point out the paths of harmonious adjustment where 
internal controversies alone are involved. It is not so 
with international rights, obligations and controversies. 
Where a multitude of diverging and adverse interests 
are certain to be involved, as in a world peace treaty, 
no word or syllable or punctuation mark should be in- 
serted or omitted that will leave room for possible doubt 
as to the new rights we acquire or the new obligations, 
we assume. Our own laws we can change at wilHour 
international obligations are beyond our control. 

In every essential, the proposed League constitution 
is vague and incomplete. It does not define the limita- 
tions upon the powers of the league of nations. , It does 
not prescribe the powers and duties of the proposed body 
of delegates. It places no boundaries upon the powers 
of the executive council. It mentions without defining 
the secretariat or the secretary general. . It imposes a 
general and vague obligation of financial support with- 
out prescribing any means or limitations upon the pow- 
' er of raising funds. Unlike the American constitution, 
which was a perfectly clear description of the form of 
government which should constitute the Republic, the 
prosed constitution of the League of Nations is involved, 
and utterly lacking in either logical order or specific pro- 
visions. With all its clearness and directness, the Amer- 
ican constitution has required much interpretation by. 
the courts, but upon only one point was there an essen- 
tial lack- a specific declaration as to the indissolubility 
of the Union. ' Upon that question we fought a war. 

The constitution of the League of Nations is weak in 
the same respect. But it is weak and uncertain in al- 
most every other respect, as well. 

Republicans generally, and Republicans in the Sen- 
ate particularly, are cordially favorable to some plan, 
. which shall commit the moral forces of mankind^ to 
maintain peace, to frown upon war and to promote jus- 
- ■ tice in- the international relationships, but there is good 
• reason to doubt the wisdom of the United States becom- 
ing a party to a league of nations which puts at an end 
our cherished national rights and our boasted American 
advantages. There can be not the least doubt that if 
it would be the extreme folly to bind this nation to a 
league whose powers and limitations are incapable of 
exact statement in language every intelligent citizen may. 
understand. First of all, we should have an explicit 
statement as to the indissolubility of the league, and 
then we should have a clear and unmistakable declara- 
tion of the powers conferred upon the league with an 
express provision that all powers not bestowed upon the 
league, directly and not by implication, are reserved to 
several nations." Let us find 'out now to what new obli- 
gations the President would bind the American people. 

A few of the many questions that might be asked 
of the Prefident or any proponent of the suggested con- 
stitiition of the league of nations are:

If' so, by what process can it with draw? 

Can it withdraw without fulfilling accrued obliga- 
tions? ': . 

If a nation cannot withdraw, by what means will 
its continued membership be enforced? 

What limitations are there upon the league as a

What provision is there for determining whether 

. the le ague has exceeded .its jurisdiction? 

What is the duty of a nation that thinks the league 

has demanded of ita service not within the vested pow-

"Governor CooHUge, Mr. .Mayor, Fol- 
low Citizens— I w(mik'r If you ure half 
ns glad to seo mo as I am to i^oe y(tu. 
It warms my heart to soe a Kn-'nt la)dy 
of my fellow citizens again, hecause 
In some rospects during the recent 
•iiijniH.n X'lnae beeii very lonely indeed 
'witiiout your comradeship and counsel, 
and I tried at every step of the work 
which fell to me to recall what 1 was 
sure would be your counsel with ro- 
Kurd to the great matters which were 
under consideration. 

Gives Credit to People. 
"I do not want you to think that I 
have not been apprecUitive of the ex- 
traordinary generous receiUion wldch 
was given to me on tlie other side in 
saying timt it nuikes me very happy 
to get home again. 

"I do not mean to say that I was not 
very deeiTly touched by the cries that 
came from the great crowds on the 
other side. But I want to say to you 
In all honesty tliat I felt them to 1 
a cull of greeting to you rather tliun 
to me. 

"I Imve not come to report the pro- 
ceedings or Uie results of tlie i»ro- 
cucdings of the peace conference ; that 
would be premature. 

"Very Happy Impressions." 
"I can say that I have received very 
happy impressions from tlila confer- 
ence; the impression that while ther* 
are many differences of Jadgment, 
while there are some divergences, ol 
object, there Is nevertheless a cnamion 
spirit and a common realization of the 
necessity of setting up new stundardH 
of right In tlie world. 

"The conference seems to you to go 
slowly; from day to day In Turls It 
booms to go slowly; hut I wonder if 
you realize the comploxlty of the task 
which It has undertaken. It seems 
as if the settlements of this war affect, 
and affect directly, every great, and 1 
somcUnies think every small nation li 
the world, and no one decision can 
prudently be made which Is not prop- 
erly linked In with the great series 
of other decisions which must ucconi- 
pauy It. And It must be reckoned in 
with Uic ilnal result If the real qual- 
ity and character of that result is i 
be properly Judged. 

'*Wliut we are doing Is to hear the 
whole case; hear It from the mouths of 
ilie luon most interested ; hear it from 
those who are olllclally commissioned 

ittate It; hear the rival claims; hear 
,10 claims that ttffect new naUonnll- 

3, that affect new areas of the world, 

affect new commercial and eco- 

Ic connecllons that Imve been es- 

shed by the groat world war 

Ogh which we have gone. 

7 Passion's Gleam Absent. 

"AjuH have been struck by tlie mod- 
TirfenesM of those who have reprosont- 
:t national claims. I can testify that 
.'have nowhere seen Uie gleam of pas- 
S^lon. 1 have seen earnestness. I hav. 
jseen tears come to the eyes of men 
nl;o i)Iead for down-trodden people 
Wnom they were privileged to speak 
for. tut they were not the tears of un- 
irulsh; they were the tears of ardent 
hope. 

"And In the midst of it all every In- 
ten'st seeks out ilrst of all, when It 
reaches Paris, tlie representative's of 
the United States. Why V Beciuise — and 

1 think I am statlag the most wonder- 
iul fact In history — because there Is no 
nation In Kurope that suspects the mo- 
Uv'»s of the United States. 

"Was there ever so wonderful a 
thing seen before? Was there over so 
luovinL a thing? Was-tbere ever any 
fact tImt so bound the nation that hao 
won that esteem forever to deserve It? 

"Whenover It Is desired to send n 
snmil force of soldiers to occuiiy a 
piece of territory where It Is thought 
liubody else will be welcome, tliey ask 
for American soldiers. And wher-j 
other soldiers would be looked upon 
with suspicion, the American soldier 
is welcomed with acclnlai. 

"And'-, everybody prnlsos tlie 'Ameri- 
can soldier with the fooling that in 
praising *hlm he Is snhtrneting from 



the credit of no one else. 

'■T have lA^eu searching for the fnnd- 



aiMcnral fact that converted Kuropeto 
hellevo in us.' Before this war Europe 
did not bolitVye in lis as she does now.. 
She did not believe In us throughout 
the first three years' of the war. She 
seems really to have? believed that wo 
were holding off because we tiiought 
we could make inore. by staying out. 
than by going In. '. • -- 

"AntV all of a siidden, in a *hort 
eighteen months, Ihe whole verdlctls 
reverse<l. There can be but one ex- 
planation for It. They Bawwiuit we" 
did— that \vIlhoht nmklng a single 
claim we put all our men and all our 
moans at the disposal of those- who 
were lighting for their homes, In t\vi 
first Instance, but for a cause, the 
cause of human rights and justice. 
and that we wont In, not to ^supi)oi't 
their national claims, l>it to supl*"^^: 
the great cause which they held In* 
common. 

"Converted to America." 
"And, when they saw that America 
not only held ideals, but acted Ideals. 
they were converted to America and 
became firm partisans of those ideal". 
"I mot a group of scholars when 1 
was In Paris — some gentlemen frmii 
otie of the Greek nnlvorslllos who 1ml 
come to see me, and In whose pres- 
ence, or rather In the presence of 
those traditions of learning, I felt 
very young Indeed. I told them tliu 
I had one of the delightful revenge-^ 
that sometimes comes to man. Alt 
my life I had heard men siieak with 
a sort v.f condescensUm of Ideals and 
Idealists, and particularly those sepa- 
rated, enclolstcred per-sons whom Ihev 
choose to term acmlendc. who were In 
the habit of uttering Ideals In the free 
atmosphere when they clash with no- 
body in particular. 

"And I said I have bad this swee! 
revenge. Speaking with perfect frank- 
ness In the name of the people of the 
United States, I have uttered as the 
objects of this great war Itloals i\nd 
nothing but ideals, and the war has 
been won by that I'nsplratlon. * 

"Men were fighting, with tense mus- 
cle and lowered head until they came 
to realize those things, feeling tlioy 
were fighting for their lives and their 
country, and when these accents of 
whut It was all about reached theoi 
from America they lifted tiuilr heads, 
they rnlsed their eyes to heaven, wlion 
they saw men In khaki coming across 
the sea In the spirit of crusaders, and 
tboy fomul that these were strange 
men. reckless of danger not only, but 
reckless because they seemed to sa.* 
something that made that danger 
worth while. 

"Men have testified to me In ICuropo 
that our men were possessed by some- 
thing that they could only call a ri» 
llglous fervor. They were not like any 
of the other soldiers. They had n vln- 
lon, they had a dream, aiid they were 
fighting in the dream, and fighting in 
the dream, they turned the whole tld»i 
of battle and It never came hack. 

"One of our American humorist.'^, 
meeting Ihe criticism that Anu»rlcan 
soldiers were not trained long enough, 
said: *It takes only half as long in 
train an American soldier us any oth- 
er, because you have only to train blm 
to go one woy, and lie did only go outi 
way, and he never came hack until ho 
could do it wlien he illeased.' 

imposes Burden Upon Us. 
"And a»>w do you realize that this 
confidence we luive established through- 
out the world Iniiioses u burden uimn 
us — if you choose to i^nll It a burden. 
It is one of those burdens which any 
nation ought to be jiroud to curry. 
Any nmn who resists the present tides 
thnt nin In the world will find him- 
self thrown upon n shore fio high and 
barren that It will .stvm as if he haH 
been separated from lUs hunnin kind 
forever. 

"Till Europe that I left the other day 
was full of something that It had rtViver 
felt fill Its heart so full before. It was 
full of hope. The Europe of the sec- 
ond year of the war. the Kuroije of 
tl'o third year of the war, was sink- 
ing to a sort of stubborn desperation. 
They did not seo any great lliliig to be 
iichlcvod even wlien the war should 
bo wen. They hoped there would be 
s(une salvage; they hoped that they 
could dear their territories of invading 
nrmles; they hoped they could sot up 
their homes and start their Industries 
afresh. 

"But they thought it wnuhl simply bo 
the resumption of the old life that Kw- 
n'lJO bad led — led In fear, led In anxlo- 
ly. led In constant suspicious wiitch- 
fulnohs. They never dreamed that It 
would be a Kurope of settled pence and 
of justified hope. 

"And now these Ideals have wrought 
this now magic, that all the peoifies of 
Kurope are buoyed up and confident 
in the Kiilrit of hope, hecnuse they lie- 
lleve that we are at the eve of a new 
nge la the world when nntj^ons will bet- 
tor understand one another. - 

"If America were In this Juncture 
to fall the world, what would confe of 
Ir? i do not mean any disrespect to 
nny other great people when I sny Muit 
America is the hope of the world; and 
If she does not Justify that hope the 
rosnll^ are unthinkable. 
"Men will bo thrown hack upnn the 
biltcmoss'of disappointment not nnly, 
b'lt Ihe I)lt(erness of despair. All na- 
tions win he sot up as hostile camji^ 
again. 



■'VSuppose wc sign the trcati^ of peaeo, 
and,that it Is the most satisfactory: 
tteoty of peace that the confusing el«- 
uituts of the modern Avorld will afford, 
and go home and think about our la- 
bors; we will know that wo have left 
written iipon tbo historic table at Ver- 
ffullles, upon which Vergeuncs and 
IVpiljanilii Franklin wrote their names, 
nothing but a modern scrap of paper;

We set this up to make 
men free and we did not confine our 
cemcpllon ,and purpose to America 
and. now wo nill nmke men free. If 
we did not do ihatjho fume of Aiuer- 
ica would be gone and all her laiwers 
WDUliI be dissipated. !Slie then wtaild 
Ir.ive to kce|) her power for those nar- 
low. ^«l^sh, provincial purpoi^es which 
soeu' io deal; to some minds tbnl have 
iio sweep beyond the nearest horizon.

Before imirkotlng the yot.rg^g^psr'" 
the average farm6r can- feed ndvan-- 
tagcouslya faltenlng ration either 
while tho geese lire on grass ninge or 
connno<I:to_ small yards., but It la

to confine them to Individual or small 
pens nnd make a specialty of fatten- 
ing iinless he has a special market or 
reliill trade for well-fnttened slnck. 

Geese are usually killed and picked 
m the same nmnnerhs other kinds of 
poultry.
